The subject matters of claims 1-10 do not appear to involve an inventive step in view of documents 1-3 
cited in the ISIL 

If, as described in document 1, in a high-frequency module composed of an antenna resonating with a 
plurality of frequencies, and a filter, formed in one dielectric substrate, a circviit coimected therewith is formed 
just under the dielectric substrate, terminals are necessarily formed just under the dielectric substrate. Forming 
such terminals only on the underside face, as described in documents 2 and 3, would be a matter of design 
variation that a person skilled in the art could make as desired. 
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
